Explaining that fruit and veget- 
ables in their raw state were living 
organisms with physical functions 
requiring air to breathe as well as 
moisture, the speaker stated that 
any physical cause of an increase 
in breathing rate, such as bruising 
or rough handling, speeded up the 
consumption of fruit sugar, and 
consequently shortened the life of 
the fruit. There is only one weap- 
on, he said, which will control or 
slow up this process of deterior- 
ation, and that is the partial re- 
moval of heat. By removing heat, 
he said, the destructive agency of 
aging is slowed up, also thousands 
of micro-organiama present on the 
fruit or vegetable are slowed down 
in their growth and feeding rates, 
and chemical changes occur much 
more slowly, thus prolonging the 
life of the product 

In the storage process, Mr. Trus- 
cott explained, proper control of 
temperature is of great import- 
ance, as a variation of several de- 
grees from tbe optimum tempera- 
ture may cause the development 
of physiological disorders and lows 
of the fruit. For good results the 
exact temperature must be learned 
and maintained, not only for each 
frui and vegetable but also for 
each particular variety, as great 
variations are found in their re- 
quirementa. Humidity was also 
stressed as an important factor in 
successful storage, as well as the
